SENSATIONAL INTELLIGENCE OF . 
THE RUSSIAN ROYAL FAMILY. 
A‘St, Petersburgh despatch, dated Sept. 
23, appoara in our San Francisco exchanges, 
regarding the health bf the Ozar of Russia 
and other membera of the Royal Family. 
The despatch is as follows :— 


The throne of Russia prosents tho re- 
markable spantaale of @ orazy monirob, 
Alexander II, forsed to ga into retreat in 
a castle in a forest wilderness and there be 
placed under the sole care of an_ eccentric 
physician ae mad us himeolf. Coincident 
with thie deploruble denoungament in the 
reign of the Czar is the startling informa- 
tion that the succession of the throne may 
not pags to the Czar’s son, as would seem to 
be the natural resalt, but that it wili go to 
tho Empress Marie, the Czar’s wifo. 

The Czar’a son, the Czarowitz, who is 
necessarily the heir presumptive, ia the sub 
ject of grave doubts aa to his mental abilities 
and physical stamina, and the prevailing 
impression in Russian ig that it would be 
foolhardy to place on the throne a raler who 
ia not only physically aud mentally unfit, 
but whose chauces of long Jifa are extremely 
slim, That ho will abdicate in favor of bis 
mother, the consent of Germany, Austria 
and Great Britain having first been obtained, 
is the common belief, In fact it is bis im- 
perative duty, in casa the orawn ia offered 
to him. . 

The Czar hos been ailing from a third 
attack of influenza, misnamed ‘mild oatarrh ' 
by the court circular, for some time, His 
illness mode him mofose and suspicious. 
Fear of assassination deterred him from 
taking physical exercise, with the result that 
ho has grown cnormonaly in ball: over aince 
his retarn from Denmark last fall, 

The Peterhof plot of August 6th, when 
the Troika of the Grand Duchess Xenia and 
har husband Alexander Miohaifovitoh was 
wreoked by dynamite, realized Alexander's 
worst apprehensions of the uibilistic avil, 
and his nervousness became intolerable. 
The doctors diagnosed bis case as Bright’s 
disease, accompanied by dropay. To al- 
leviate the patient's exerasiating pains thoy 
dosed him with narootios, and one fine 
morning recently when Alexander awoke 
from the rest induced by opiates ha was a 
raving maniac, His medicine, ha boliaved, 
was a species of slow poison, and his physi- 
cians, and even his relatives, were in league 
with his enemies, 

It was then that the Ozarina, bis wife, 
oalled in the eccentric Moscow ravant, Pro- 
fessor Sacharjin, who holda Russia’s monarch 
under complete subjection and whose atrangs 
and unheard-of remedies are the wonder and 
Tidicule of the medical world of Europe, It 
waa this same quack doctor under whose 
treatment the Czar ance before was saved 
from the grave, and naturally in his slcill 
the raving monarch of all the Russians has 
perfeot confidence. aoe 

Sacharjin wae reeognized instantly by the 
sick man, who hailed him as one ‘not in the 
conapiraoy.’ At once the Moscow navant 
took the patient in charge, He immediately 
wet-oupped bis majesty, that is, took a large 
quantity of blood from the right arm, A 
test of this blood showed that it contained 
an abnormal quantity of water and also 
signs of degeneration, He gave it out that 
the Czar’s mental* condition was morbid 
emotional depression, the result of the weak- 
ening of the brain and body by influenza 
and the fear of conspirators, the letter con- 
dition being exaggerated by hie surround. 
ings, even the uniforms and armed mon 
round about him. 5 

Sacharjin then ordered tha Czar to be 
isolated far from the scene of all hia fears 
and hallucinations. A ohaletin Belowesch- 
ki forest—a voritable wilderness, enlivened 
only by divisions of gendarmes and regim- 
ents of Cossacks from old Russia—was made 
ready, and thither hie tajesty wes trans- 
ported ina hospitalcar, To keep the Czar’s 
true condition secret aa long as possible the 
continental papers in the pay of M. de Giers, 
who controls jouroals in Berlin, Brussels, 
Paris and Vienna, are publishing misleading 

arugraphe day after day announcing the 

ageian Emperor's proposed attendanne at 
this or that iunotion, or that be has issued 
ukasea ordering certain shanges in the ad. 
ministration or in the persoouel of the court, 

The question uppermost in the minds of 
the leading men of Rusaia at the present 
moment is, howover, not will the Emperor 
live, but who will sacceed him oa the throne, 
Tho history of the Bomanoffs shows namer- 
ous exceptions to the genera] rule of nacen- 
sion, If Alexandur-had. bis own way, 
actually as well as nominally, he would 
undoubtedly name as his anccessor Marie, 
hie wife and Emprew. “Not that he loves 
his son lees or his wifs more, for heia an 
exeallent father as well ss an exemplary 
husband, but the Czar is aa well aware as 
any one of his son’s weaknesses, 

Feenna, September 33,.—Telegrams re- 
ceived here from Cracow atate that the Czar 
had a fit of apoplozy during hia stay at 
Bjalowesh, which leit him soon. ~ His illness 
twkept secret. The Czar_is mentally do- 
pressed because of family troubles, . The

ADMIRAL GIERALDI's VIEWS. 

Few York, September. 22.—Rear-Admiral 
Ghorardi was shown yesterday a dispatch 
from London relative to the commenta of Cap- 
tain John Inglis, late Naval Advisor, pen 
the recent decisive naval ougagement bo- 
tween China and Japan, The dispatch 
contained a strong Personal onlogy on Cap- 
tian Mahan of the United States Navy, nom 
commanding the CAicayo, and was of special 
interest to Americans gonerally. 

Yo, air,’ said the Admiral, ‘Tregard 
Captain Mahan as the grouteat living ‘ex- 
ponent of modern naval warfare, He has 
shown himself to be such, and hia writings 
are the pride of every trae American, while 
in many other countries they are regarded ae 
of high pravtioal value.’ 

The Rene Admiral assured the reporter 
that he bad watched ovents io China and 
Japan very closely. Tt was quite natural 
that. aval and military minds should ba 
centered there. He said ho did not sare 
which whipped, ‘ [tis,’ he added, ‘ a cese of 
the Kilkenny cate, Hugging tho shore,’ he 
pointed out as being direct], opposed to 
Captain Mahan’s fundamental _principlo, a 
fant emphasized in tho sposial dispateh, and 
in conneotion the Kear Admiral remarked : 

©] snbsoribe to that; but, of course, in 
this particular case ond speaking from such 
a distance, if would not bs prudent fur me 
to offer an opinion, I do not know the 
aosst.’ . 

From all that the Admiral had read of the 
facts, however, and being aitborough believer 
in Captain Mahan's eonnd judgment and 
great naval skill, he was, with the Captain, 
of the opinion that the evil of land-hugging 
had caused the inevitable results, whigh in 
this nose has. proved disastrous. Oonsider- 
ing the placing of guns in barbattes it was 
only natural, be said, that dire consequences 
shontd reault from the attack upon the Chen 
Yuen. A great mictalco, be thought, had 
been made in haviug on that vessel the bar- 
bettes, instead of having the gua in echelon, 
which would have saved a gnnahip from he- 
ing reduced to the level of 2 amall cruiser. 
Admiral Gherardi agreed with Captain 
Mahan that emall cruisers were more effective 
than big battle ships, and, as illustratiag 
this, be noted how mush better the smaller 
ships had fared than their larger colleagues, 
In conalusica the Admiral again romarked ; 
Yea, it is quite true the praises of one of 
aur Navy commanders have been again loud- 
ly aung in London, but not for the first tine, 
or uodeservedly either.’ 

CAPTAIN KATIAN. 

Eondon, September 23,—The United 
States oroiser Chicago sailed thia afternoon 
for Havre, where sha will be docked, 
Captain Mahan, ber commander, had the 
following to say on the recent naval battle 
between the Japanese and Obinexse fleets: 

‘Tha great thing with a fleet of war vea- 
sels with a lot of tranaports in charge is to 
prevent surprise or emharranamant. In this 
case there was a surprise, and thie fact to 
my miod, supplies a prominent lesson. It 
is necessary, in attempting to convoy trans- 
ports, that the sonvoying fleet should be 
decisively superior to that of the enemy, but 
the Chinese fleot was much embarrassed by 
the presences of its transports, 

‘I am inolined to think tho Chinese 
Admiral formed in fleet #0 ologe in shore be- 
cause he was obliged to do so. If he had 
gone out to meet the Jupanese fleet, which 
waa tha proper conree, he would have un- 
covered the mouth of the river into which 
{he transports had gone. Consequently he 
drew up close in shore, by which movement 
he was tactically embarrassed in maneure- 
ring. If hia fleet bad been much larger 
than that of the Japanese he might have 
advanced at the same time, leaving a 
sufficient number of vessela to head off the 
rush which the Jupanese might have made. 

‘The whole affuir illustrates the extrema 
difficulty attending on attacking movemént 
aorosa the water uoleas you have control of 
tho water absolutely, Whether the Chinese 
succeeded in thuir object dues not uppear, 
but the question is whether it whe worth 
saoh a risk forthe eake of landing the troops.

Japanesa Army in thus suatouring those of 
the enemy who where found wounded, They 
were told that though the Chinese put to a 
horritle death their prisoners-of-war aod 
mutilate their. corpses, the Japanese, on s¢- 
count of the Geneva Gonvention, aare for the 
wounded prisouera iq the came way as their 
own woanded soldiers, and that therefore 
they should aubmit fesrlemly to the treat. 
ment of the Japanese Medical Department. 
The wounded prisoners bowed low and ap- 
peared deeply touched by this anexpeoted 
meroy, So ettong bod the impression been 
thot they should be killed in cold blood as soon 
as thoy fell into the handa of the Japances, 
thot muny of the wounded soldiars fired out of 
thigkets at those who approaghed thom ond 
made great resistangs when they were heing

It is not believed that the Secretary will 
allow this to stand in tho way of the sac- 
cessful issue of the present negotiatioos, 
In the first place Ohina hag not asked the 
United States to du away with the existing 
consular court system, and in the second 
place ne one knowing anything about China 

would even venture the assertion that that 
country has reached a degree of vivilization 
which would warrant any forsign power ia 
trusting its citizens to the barbaric judicial 
methods of the Chineso Government. Bence, 
it is not easy to see why any weight should 
be attached to an objection from Chiza, 
even if made. 7 - 

There are gocd reasons for believing that 
the Administration officials regrat now that 
the State Department did not make terms 
with Mr Kurino’s predecessor, and thus 
have anticipated Great Britain and all other 
countries in giving Japan the first recogni- 
tion of ite ability to fuirly administer 
justice to foreigners.
